No increase in government expenditures that must be met from the 


general revenue of the government, congress will provide 
for the payment of the increased salaries by an increase 
in postal charges; ‘that the post office - department and 


congress thoroughly believe in the correctness of the findings of the 
cost ascertainment commild¢e ; thath these findings show a loss in 
the handling of second class mail of more than seventy-four million 
dollars a year. z 

In making up the deficit that would be occasioned by the pay- 
thent of higher salaries to postal employees, congress is going to in 
sist upon the newspapers and periodicals cairying a part of the load 
to the extent of better than ten million dollars. Congress believes 
hat this more than ten million dollars will not offset the increased 
cost ascertainment committee; that these findings show a loss in 
salaries amounting approximately to $68,000,000 a year. ‘Coneress 
knows that the total of second class ma'l is very much more thar 
one-seventh of the entire volume of mail handled by the government, 
and in assessing second class mail with only about one-seventh of 
the amount of the increase in salaries, believes it is not an amount 
that will cover all of the increased cost. 

It is not a question of what the newspaper publishers believe 
e'ther as to the neg for increased postal salaries, or for increased 
postal rates. It is a question of what congress and the post office 

epartment believe, and what congress is going to do in the matter. 

With that idea in mind—an inevitable increase in second class 
postal rates—-let us consider what the proposed increase means to 
the country daily and weekly newspapers of the ation. 

The American government is founded upof® the idea of the 
, Breatest good to the greatest number. That idea is presumed to 
be the basis of our laws. y In considering this postal increase we 
must consider not any individual case but the general average. 

It is entirely within bounds to say that fully seventy-five per 
cent of the circulation of the country weekly newspapers of America 
, 3s within the boundaries of the counties in which they are published 
_ Remember this is an average figure and not one covering individual 
* cases. It is safe to say that the ‘average circulation of all the 
country weekly newspapers of the nation is not much, if any, over 
1,000 copies per issue. On the basis of these figures let us take 
a seven column, eight page paper that is fifty per cent reading matter 
and fifty per cent advertising as a basis of figuring present postal
